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MARKET  REVIEW 

Sugar  sales  thus  far  this  year  are  about  in  line  with  the  seasonally  ad- 
justed long  term  trend.  Last  year,  unusually  heavy  distribution  occurred 
in  February,  which  makes  the  year-to-year  comparison  appear  unfavor- 
able. 

Reported  distribution  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  through  March  4 
amounted  tol,4Z3,000  tons  as  compared  to  1,539,000  tons  at  this  point 
a  year  ago.  Of  this  year's  total,  cane  sugar  refiners  had  .jxiarketed 
1,060,000  tons  --  only  slightly  below  their  record  of  a  year  ago.  In 
contrast,  processors  of  beet  sugar  had  marketed  only  332,000  tons  as 
compared  to  423,000  tons  a  year  ago. 

The  sales  record  of  beet  sugar  processors  reflects  their  inventory 
situation  which  incomparison  withrecent  years  continues  at  a  relatively 
low  level.  These  inventories  on  February  25,  1967  totaled  1 ,  680  ,  000 
tons  as  compared  to  1,740,000  on  February  28,  1966 .  However ,  the 
month-end  inventories  compared  with  the  previous  year  showed  a  smaller 
gap  at  the  end  of  February  than  for  any  month  since  April  1966. 

Total  sugar  inventories  held  by  cane  sugar  refiners  onFebruary  25  were 
784,000  tons,  somewhat  less  than  the  quantity  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  but  165,000  tons  more  than  a  year  earlier.  Most  of  the  increase 
was  in  the  South  and  the  West. 

The  Department  on  March  3  increased  sugar  requirements  for  the  year 
by  100,000  tons  to  10.4  million  tons  and  increased  the  level  of  imports 
for  the  second  quarter  by  50,000  tons  to  1,150,000  tons. 

The  spot  price  for  duty  paid  raw  sugar  at  New  York  on  March  14  was 
7.18  cents  per  pound.  The  average  for  the  year  through  that  date  was 
7.17  cents  . 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  wholesale  refined  sugar  price  quo- 
tations this  year.  By  territories,  as  of  March  16  the  quotations  were:

A  number  of  sugarbeet  processors  are  quoting  their  present  prices  for 
shipments  during  the  second  quarter. 

Production  of  sugar  in  Florida  reached  590,000  tons,  raw  value,  as  of 
March  10.  It  presently  appears  that  the  crop  may  exceed  the  625,000  ton 
total  previously  expected.  The  Florida  production  together  with  the 
562,000  tons  produced  in  Louisiana  may  bring  the  total  production  for 
the  mainland  cane  area  above  1,200,000  tons. 

Sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  March  4  amounted  to  106,371  tons 
as  compared  to  90,370  tons  produced  last  year  through  March  5. 

Puerto  Rico  had  produced  269,00  5  tons  of  sugar  through  March  5  as 
compared  to  307,  037  through  the  same  date  of  last  year.  Sugar  recovery 
in  relation  to  cane  ground  was  9.  331  percent  this  year  and  9.231  percent 
last  year. 

F.  O.  Licht,  the  European  sugar  statistician,  on  March- 14' revised- his 
estimate  of  1966-67  crop  world  sugar  production  upward  by  about 
300,000  tons  to  a  total  of  66,760,000  metric  tons.  The  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service  of  this  Department  last..  November  estimated  the 
1966-67  crop  at  72,834,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  (equivalent  to 
66,075,000  metric  tons). 

The  International  Sugar  Council  met  in  London  on  March  2  and  3.  At  its 
24th  Session,  42  countries  were  represented.  Mr.  Hiroshi  Yokota  of 
Japan  was  elected  Chairman  and  Dr.  Zdenek  Jung  of  Czechoslovakia, 
Vice  Chairman  for  the  current  year.  The  Council  adopted  its  Statistical 
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Committee's  estimate  of  world  net  import  sugar  requirements  of  16.  Z 
million  metric  tons  for  calendar  year  1967  approximately  500,000 
tons  more  than  the  first  estimate  prepared  at  the  Z3rd  Session  last 
November  --  and  noted  that  supplies  were  more  than  sufficient  to  meet 
requirements  . 

Dr.  Raul  Prebis-ch,  Secretary  General  of  UNCTAD,  called  a  further 
meeting  of  his  consultative  committee  on  sugar  in  Geneva  starting  on 
March  16.  The  International  Sugar  Council,  at  its  meeting,  recommended 
a  second  session  of  the  International  Sugar  Negotiating  Conference  for 
the  fail  of  1967  if  the  Secretary  General  of  UNCTAD  and  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  are  satisfied  that  the 
conference  has  a  reasonable  chance  of  success. 
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U.  S.  Sugar  Requirements  and  Second  Quarter  Import  Limits  Increased. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture ,  Orville  L.  Freeman,  on  March  3,  1967, 
euinounced  aji  increase  of  100,000  tons  sugar,  raw  value  --  from  10.3 
million  tons  to  10.4  million  tons  in  the  estimate  of  total  sugar  re- 
quirements of  consumers  for  this  calendar  year. 

At  the  same  time,  second  quarter  limitations  on  total  foreign  raw  sugar 
imports  were  raised  by  50  ,  000  tons  or  to  a  total  of  1 ,  1 50  ,  000  tons  ,  raw 
value . 

The  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  was 
7.10  cents  per  pound  and  7.22  cents  on  March  2.  In  the  development  of 
this  amendment,  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  need  to  makem.ore 
raw  sugar  available  to  refiners  North  of  Hatteras  during  the  second 
quarter  and  to  the  desirability  of  attaining  fairly  stable  sugar  prices  that 
will  carry  out  over  the  long-term  the  price  objectives  set  forth  in  Section 
201  of  the  Act. 

Priority  for  approving  applications  as  set  forth  in  today's  amendment  to 
Sugar  Regulation  811  provides  that  the  additional  50,000  tons  shall  be 
prorated  among  countries  for  which  applications  are  filed,  on  the  basis 
of  average  first  half  importations  from  such  countries  during  the  four 
year  period,  1963  through  1966.  Applications  for  the  importations  of 
sugar  or  for  the  set  aside  of  quota  for  arrival  during  the  second  quarter 
of  1967  received  on  or  before  March  13  will  be  considered  as  having  been 
received  at  the  same  time.

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  March  1,  1967  allocated  100,000  tons  of  sugar  for 
importation  from  foreign  countries  during  second  quarter  of  1967  in  accordance  with  Sugar  Regulation 
811,  Amendment  2,  announced  in  USDA  Press  Release  538-67  of  Feb.  16,  1967.  This  additional 
100,000  tons  raises  second  quarter  importations  to  a  total  of  1,  100,000  tons.  Applications  were 
received  covering  sugar  from  eighteen  countries,  the  allocations  being  made  on  the  basis  of  the  average 
first-half  importations  from  such  countries  as  shown  in  the  table  below.

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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  February  1967  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
675,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary) _up  about  17,000  tons  from 
January  1967  and  down  102,000  tons  from  February  1966.  Jajiuatr^y*- 
February  1967  deliveries  1 ,  333 ,  000  short  tons,  raw  vaJue,  down  117,000 
tons  from  Jajiuary-February  1966  .  Final  data  for  Jeinuary  1967  deriverres= 
658,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  previously  published  preliminary  as 
684,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  February  25,  1967  were  2,724,299 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  124,000  tons  from  a  year  ago, 
and  down  108,  000  tons  from  January  31 ,  1967  .  During  February  refiners^ 
stoclcs  increased  1 1 ,  000  tons  ,  beet  processors  '  stocks  decreased  81 ,  000 
tons,  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  decreased  11,000 
tons,  and  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  27,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  February  28,  1967  were  2,974,629 
short  tons,  raw  vaiue ,  leaving  a  balance  of  7,325,371  tons  to  be  sup- 
plied within  the  10,300,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  JcUiuary  deliveries,  1967  as  compared  to  1966,  were  u"p 
in  2  of  the  5  regions:  Increases  North  Central  6.5  percent.  New 
Englcind  0  . 2  percent.  Decreases  --  West  down  11.6  percent.  Southdown 
7.8  percent.  Deliveries  in  the  mid-Atlantic  region  about  the  same  as 
1966. 

5.  Calendar  year  1966  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  six  of  the  seven 
industrial  buyer  groups  than  for  1965,  and  also  larger  for  two  of  the 
four  non-industriaJ.  groups.  On  a  national  basis  deliveries  to  industrial 
buyers  increased  7.0  percent,  and  to  non-industrial  buyers  decreased 
1.1  percent.  The  national  total  increased  3.7  percent.  Corn  refiners' 
total  domestic  shipments  of  corn  sirup  and  dextrose  were  up  3.4  per- 
cent above  1965.
